Dominion Forest Reserves | 


The means adopted for preserving | 
them from fire 
— | 
The greatest problem of Canadian 
forestry to-day is the protection of 
the forests from fire, and it is one 
that the Forestry Branch of the 
Department of the Interior is trying 
hard to solve, 
This protection has naturally been 
more fully provided for on the forest 
reserves than on the immence areas 


of forest which are stil] unreserved. 
On these resevres there is a force of 
rangers, permanently employed, 
who keep up a constant and careful 
patrol of the. beat assigned them. 
Like the other fire rangers, these 
post up. notices (printed on a 
patented sort. of . cloth, practically 


ihe neighborhood of reserves-against 
carelessness in settting fires to ‘clear 
land, or for other purposes, and 
“keep tab’? on campers and sports- 
men going into the reserves and 
impress on them the need of caution 
in the: management of camp-fires, 
matches ete. 

But in addition to this special 
measues have -put in practice on the 


reserves forthe prevention’ of fires. 
In a word these measures _ comprise 
the, burning and ploughing. of ‘fire- 
gards, the making of roads, the 
supervision of settlersin the making 
of their slashings andthe disposal of 
the resulting brush and the. super- 
vision of the spark-arresters placed 
in locomotives be pass through 
| the reserves. 

In the early BS Ne when the 
snow has gone from the open country 
but while it is still lying in the forest 
the rangers burn the grass along the 
boundaries of the reserves, so as to 
prevent fires frond coming from 
outside and getting into the reserves. 
A total gf ninety one miles of such 
fire-gydrd was made on various 
Dominion forest ‘reserves during 
1909. The raugers also supervise the 
burning by the railways of grass and 
brush along their right-of-way, 

Ploughed fire-guard are also made 
where possible, not only along the 
boundaries of the reseves but also in 
the reserves themselves. In making 
these guards a strip eight furrows 
wide is ploughed, and on the danger 
side another strip, four furrows wide 
and distance jfrom the first strip four 
rods, is ploughed. The strip  be- 
tween the ploughed strips is disc- 
ed harrowed in spring and fall. Dur- 
ing last year the Cypress Hils reserve, 
in Alberta, was surround by a guard 
of this description, several miles of 


guard being constructed, The rail- 
ways have also ploughed guards 
along their lines where these cross 
the reserves. 

As opportunity offers, the rangers 
construct roads through the reserves. 
These are found of the greatest use- 
fulness in case a fire breaks out. 
Not only can men and supplies be 
conveyed to the various parts of the 
reserve reached by the road with 
despatch, but the roads themselves 
will often stop a fire, provided it 
has not attained a large size. Where 
the fire has reached large proportions 
the road can be used to back-fire 
from. Along the roads, too, rangers 
can more efficiently patrol the areas 
under their charge. During 1909 
almost two hundred miles of road 
were cut along the boundaries of the 
reserves, at an average cost for a 
road nine feet wide is $12.83. 
Eleven miles of sixteen-foot road- 
way was also made into the interior 
of the Moose Mountain reserve in 
Saskatchewan, and 78 milcs of road 
eleareb in the Poreupine reserve. 

By these and other measures the 
management of the reserves is 
striving to do away with the constant 
menace of fire. Futher information 
on these and other points may be 
obtained in the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Forestry (espe- 
cially in the report of the Inspector 
of Forest Reserves) which ° forms 
part of the annual report of the De- 
partment of the Interior, lately

Necessary for Eczema 


‘SERVANTS IN GERMANY, 


Yhe Character Book \ W':ich Is Under 


Police Supervision. 


Among the many domestic prob- 
lems that Germany has solved to its 
,own satisfaction is that of the giv- 
‘ing or refusing of a “character” to 
‘a servant. The following statement 
|of the system in vogue in Germany 
| shows how completely it answers its 
| purpose: 
| Every man or woman seeking to 
‘enter the service of another, whether 
;as laborer, clerk or domestic servant, 
is under obligation to procure a ser- 
vice book. which after gh gl must 
be officially stamped by the police 
| authorities. The authorities enter in 
{the book a description of the holder, 
j having reference to age, personal ap- 
; pearance and rel!tion. 
| When a situation is applied for the 
| prospective employer can see at A 
| glunce whether the applicant has been 
jin service before and if so what kind 
of work has been done. If the appli- 
cant secures the situation the employ- 
|er writes in the book, “Entered the 
| service of So-and-so of such a street 
'and town,” adding the date, a de- 
| scription of the work required and 
‘the wages given. 

The employer retains the book as 
| long as the engagement lasts and on 
handing it back makes another entry, 
| “Left my service on such a date,” 
with a few lines as to character and 
| the servant’s reasons for leaving. 

| Thus.the character book goss round, 
|

and the servant has never the un- 
comfortable necessity of asking her 
mistress for a recommendation. 
Forged characters are practically im- 
possible, since the whole system is 
under police supervision. 

Destitution in old age among do- 
mestic servants and the lower class 
of artisans has become an impossibil- 
ity in Germany, for within the last 
fifteen years or so it has been made 
compulsory for all who earn less than 
$500 a year to insure themselves 
against want after their working lives 
are over.

An Ex-insnertor Ch-*- on the Perils 
of the ental Peeler. 


The European oMirers of the Indian 
police are the hardest-worked hoody 
of officinls in the world. and their 
duties more particularly in the 
country and junele districts, are of 
an exceedingly varied and = difficult 
nature. 

From the earliest morning wntil far 
into the night they are on the alert, 
now quelling brewle in the bazaars, 
or reigious riets, now in pursuit of 
dacoits and enttle thieves, or prob- 
ing apparently unfathomable mvs- 
teries. of daring robberies and murder 
outrages. Then, after having nassed 
| the day in the arduons task of pro- 
| tecting the jaw-nbiding — citizens 
against the vast arnyv of. criminals; 
) and trying to brine the latter to hook, 
| they are often called out to secure 
}absconding elephants, running riot 
and: causing deyustution in the plan. 
tations, or to free an outlying village 
from the attentions of a man-eating 
tiger. 

And, in order to cope with all such 
eventualities, an inenector of a dis- 
trict, comprising nerhaps forty or 
more villages, each separated from 
the other by miles of impenetreble 
jungle, is-given only one or two white 
constables and a posse of native 
policemen. The latter are mostly 
Pathans, a physically well-developed 
and strong people, but, unfortunately, 
quite unreliable and often treacher- 
ous. 

Moreover, to increase further the 
difficulties of the position, the people 
in towns and villages show an open 
antipathy. not to say hostility, to the 
police force. Instead of assisting, 
they place difficulties in the way, 
and mislead the officers, even though 
they might be in possession of clues 
as to the identity or whereabouts of 
the wanted criminals. 

If, further, we take into considera- 
tion the fact that the criminal gangs 
are invariably closely organized se- 
cret societies, such us societies of 
burglars, cattle thieves, housebreak- 
| *re, dacoits, ete.. the reader will be 
ubie to gauge the enormity of the 
problems with which the Indian 
police have to cope in the course of 
their daily routine. Perhaps routine 
is hardly the word to describe con- 
ditions offering so much variety and 
excitement. 

Thus. a couple of years ago, I was 
in charge of an extensive jungle dis- 
trict in the Punjab. some eighty miles 
to the south of Khan. At the time 
we were pestered with a particularly 
audacious gang of robbers, whose 
deeds and tacti¢s proved them to be 
at the very height of their profession, 
;and weil acquaifhted with local con- 
| ditions. They \onerated indiscrimin- 
ately in the Buropean and_ native 
settlements, und had even forced 
their entrance -into the police and 
military posts, with a view to steal- 
ing weapons, and all kinds of valu- 
ables on which they could lay their 
hands. 

A peculiar feature of their mode of 
| procedure was that they invariably 
administered some insidious’ drug to 
their intended victims, and whilst the 
latter were under its effect quietly 
raided the place and disappeared be- 
fore tne alarm could be given. This 
fact satisfied us that the native ser- 
vants were party to the consniracy ; 
out whether they had been terrorized 
into silence, or whether they shared 
‘n the proceeds, the most stringent 
*xamipations und inquiries proved 
abortive. Promises of reward and 
threate alike failed to loosen their 
tongues, and in the absence of in- 
criminating evidence we could not 
even arvest them.

OUR GREAT INLAND SEA, 


Hudson Bay Is the Only Sea Which Is 
Bordered By But One Country. 


Winnipeg Town Topics, a weck-end 
paper, says: 

Hudson Bay is destined to figure in 
world politics, in addition to figuring 
in Canadian politics. 

The United States Government pro- 
poses to question the right of Canada 
to territorial jurisdiction over that 
body of salt water. 

It has been evident for some time 
that this matter would come up for 
consideration. 

The position of Hudson Bay is 

uniqne. 
' It is the only large sea having con- 
nection with the ocean that is sur- 
roundéd on all sides by land under 
the same flag. 

The entrance to the bay being more 
than sixty miles wide, in the narrow- 
est part, it cannot be said that this 
connection is by way of waters that 
are territorial, as the term is general- 
ly understood. 

The Baltic Sea is a large body of 
water with a narrow entrance, but its 
shores belong to three nations. 

The Mediterranean has a narrow en- 
trance from the ocean, but its shores 
are owned by several countries. 

Behring'Sea is in a way enclosed by 
land,. but its entrance from the ocean 
is wide, and the shores are owned by 
two countries, 

The Sea of Japan is nearly all en- 
closed by land, although there are sev- 
eral entrances from the ocean, but its 
shores are owned by two nations, 

The Red Sea has a narrow entrance, 
but its shores also belong to two na- 
tions. 

The same is true of the Black Sea. 

Hudson Bay is landlocked all but at 
the entrance, which is 60 miles wide, 
and no question has ever been raised 
that the land all along its shore line, 
which must measure 3,000 miles, be 
longs to Canada. 

e question is one which, if raiz- 
ed, will probably go to The Hague Tri- 
bunal for settlement. 

It is high! uapertent that the jur- 
isdiction of Cahada over these waters 
should be maintained, if it can be un- 
der the principles of international law 
and the interpretations of treaties,

‘ROYAL COMMISSION TO HOLD 


SESSIONS IN ALBERTA 


The Royal Commission on Industrial 
Training. and Technical Education 
to Hold Sessions in Alberta this 
Month—Will Visit Many Leading 
Cities in Alberta and British 
Columbia. 


Calgary.—The royal commission on 
industrial training and Technical edu- 
cation, of which James W. Robertson, 
C.M.G,. D.8e., LL.D., 
will hold sessions 
mencing Nov, 19. 

The commission will give particular 


attention to the manufacturing  in- 
dustries, to agriculture, to domestic 
occupations, to the fisheries, to the 
lumber interests, to the bwilding 
trades, to the transportation services, 
as well as to the technical training 
required for commercial operations. it 
will also make inquineés into the 
needs of existing indu#tries in respect 
of labor, the quality of labor whicn is 
avaliable, and the needs of such lo- 
bor for industrial training and tech- 
nical education. 

The commission is composed of 
Jamés W. Robertson, chairman; Hon. 
John Neville Armstrong, Rev. George 
Bryce, Gaspard D. Serres, Gilbert M. 
Murray, B.A.; David Forsyth, B.A.; 
and James Simpson. The itinerary in. 
cludes Port Arthur, Fort William, 
Winnipeg, Portage la Prairie, Bran- 
don, Moose Jaw, Regina, Saskatoon, 
Prince Albert, Strathcona, Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, 
Vancouver, Nanaimo, Victoria. Fernie, 
Nelson and Vernon. 

Among the questions which will be 
asked and the information required 
by the commission are—the number 
of schools, colleges, or other irs‘itu- 
tions where any industrial training or 
technical education is carried on; the 
names of: important industries; 
board of trade or chamber of com- 
merce; the number of pubtie | brar- 


ies; the names of any institutions for | 


physical training, or any other in- 
formation that parties: interested may 
see fit to volunteer. 

Che work of the commission is not 
intended to be confined to the Domin- 
ion of Canada, ‘but will aso inquire 
into the systems and methods of tech- 
nical instruction obtained in other 
countries, particularly Great Britain, 
France, Germany. and the Un'‘ted 
States. When compiled this informa- 


tion will be published in a report and |

Report 

Minneapolis, Minn.—The Canadian 
Northern railway is held responsible 
for the fire which destroyed Beaudette, 
in the report made to General C. C. 
Andrews, forestry commissioner, by 
George Chapin, St. Paul, and Frank! 
Oartis, of Roosevelt, who have been! 
investigating the origin. 

The report says there is sufficient | 
evidence to show that the fire was set 
by the railroad on the Canadian side | 
during the latter part of July. The 
fire worked south to the north branch 
of the Beaudette river and north to 
Rainy River, covering about eight 
square miles. It burned up to the 
west side of Beaudette and = lay 
smouldering until October 7 when it 
was fanned by a terrific wind and led | 
to the disaster. About the same time | 
the fire was seen on the right-of-way 
just east of Winter Road river. This 
fire worked east three miles and about 
two miles back on each side of the 
track, where it connected with the fire 
which was started on the Beaudette 
side of the river. 

Right prosecutions against the Ca- 
nadian Northern railway for allowing 
eombustible material on the right-of- 
way are now pending in the district 
court of Beltrami county. The rail- 
road is fighting the constitutionality 
of the law. If the state wins in these 
cases the forestry department plans 
to bring action again<:t the Canadian 
Northern for sixteen other fires alleg- 
ed to have been set since July. The 
loss from the recent fires is estimated 
at about five million dollars by agents 
of the forestry commission.

He 
washed the feet of Judas as well as’ 
of the others, yet Judas had no part 
with Him, and He said concerning 
him “It had been good for that man if 


jhe had not been born” (verse 24). If 


the wicked are to be annihilated, as 
some teach, there is no force in this 
saying of Jesus. Some time during the 
feast Jesus indicated Judas as His be- 
trayer by dipping a sop and handing 
it to him. Satan having then entered 
into Judas, Jesus said to him, ‘That 
thou doest do quickly,” and he went 
out immediately, and it was night 
(John xiii, 26-30).

The discussion has 
eoncerned the African elephant chief- 
ly, because the Indian elephant 
through hard work as a helper of 
‘mankind has become a valuable .em- 
ber of society and has practically sav- 
ed himself; but the big fellow of the 
African veldt has merely basked in 
the sunshine, played in the pools, 
‘tramped down the early settler’s corn 
and been such a nuisance and an 
idler that’ he has been considered a 
good target for ivory hunters’ guns, 

Now a French society, known as 
‘The Friends- of the Elephant, as 
\bestirred itself in his behalf. This so- 
ciety has awakened so much interest 
that not only has France given it 
support but other nations that have

‘that of establishing preserves or 
sanctuaries where the elephant might 
llive in some sense of security with 
his family and not ‘be -disturbed by 
hunters seeking his tusks to sell for 
livory.

The result of this slaughter has 
been 'to exterminate the elephant in 
Bouth Africa: To-day there are no 
herds south of the Zambesi and the 
Cuene rivers except two or three 
small protected herds in Cape Colony, 
& small troop or two in Bamangwato 
and Bechuanaland and a few in 
Mashonaland and perhaps in Mata-- 
beleland. This is all that remains of 
the herds that 60 or 70 years ago 
roamed in freedom over most of the 
Bouth African interior. 

The English have taken a special 
interest in the elephant since they 
have seen it disappear rapidly from 
their South African colonies and sev- 
eral societies have been formed to 
preserve it. These societies have ap- 
perentiy been gathered into one which 

as for its purpose the preservation 
of the fauna of all the British empire. 

The African native ever since he 
has been able to obtain and use fire- 
arms has killed the elephant reeard- 
ess of size or sex. He has found 
that it is the most profitable trade 
that he can engage in because ivory

PRAIRIE AND BLUFF. 


In Trees Changing Whole 
Farming Conditions. 


How quickly a word may change its 
meaning owing to local conditions is 
well illustrated by that good old 
Saxon word “bluff.” If you happen 
to be talking to a chap of speculative 
tendencies, either in land values or 
at the good old game of poker, the } 
word has exactly the same meaning 
East and West, but to the farmer in 
the\ West, whose speculations are 
mostly confined to the one question 
of whether to sell or hold his wheat 
the word “bluff” has a local meaning 
quite different from any you will find 
as yet in any English dictionary, and 
thereby hangs a tale that tells a 
large part of the story of Western 
development. 

The dictionary says a bluff is a 
bold steep hill, the bank of a river 
or projecting into the sea, but not a 
word does it say as to whether it is 
covered with wood or not. In the 
Western plains the meaning of the 
word has been extended until it now 
includes any wooded country, though 
the land is much more frequently 
than not quite as level as the prairie 
itself—without he sign of a hill. 
Originally the vood grew only on 
the river banks or about the sloughs 
(slews). When the farmer wanted 
wood he had to go to what actually 
were bluffs for it. In the older set- 
tled sections noveadays, nearly every 
farmer’ will have 25 or 60 acres of 
land grown up in trees, a shelter 
from the nearly constant winds, and 
pasture for stock. and such _ bush- 
lands are called bluffs. To every one 
in the West a bluff means not a hill, 
but merely a grove of small trees— 
natural growths. mostly poplar and 
oak. The oak is brash, punke stuff, 
of comparatively little value for tim- 
ber on firewood. 

These bluffs, so-called. are not 
planted. They seem to grow up na- 
turally where the land is not culti- 
vated. Why, then, did they not grow 
up all over the plains? J «rely be- 
eause of prairies fires. So fiercely 
would the winds drive these fires 
over the plains that no vegetation 
except that of annual growth could 
survive till the broken country was 
reached. With the settlement of the 
country and the plowing of fire-breaks 
on the wild land, the fires are entire- 
ly done away with, and the trees 
survive. . Many of these trees are now 
three to five inches in diameter, and 
supply all the summer wood the 
farmer needs. 

The climate has changed with the 
changed conditions of the soil. In 
many localities ee in the early

days frosted wheat was the farmer's 
nightmare, the dread of it hds quite 
passed. Several circumstances have 
combined to bring about so happy a 
change. For one thing, the farmer 
has learned to cut his wheat earlier, 
very much on what the Ontario farm- 
er would consider the green side. The 
sap in the straw fills out and ripens | 
the grain, and the danger from frost 
and the serious danger of loss from 
shelling of the grain is avoided. The 
heat of the summer’s sun is much 
stronger here than in Ontario, and 
the cultivated soil is warmed deeper 
and stores up the heat longer than 
did the hard prairie land. and _ this 
keeps off the frost. Then the increas- 
ing urea of wooded land gives in- 
creased shelter, and altogether it is 
not hard to understand why, as_ the 
country settles up, the danger of 
frost decreases. Of course, there ure 
yet vast areas out here where wheat 
is grown that are as bald of trees as 
a billiard table. While planted trees 
do not seem to thrive, or at least are 
of discouragingly slow growth, it: is 
probable that as time goes by and 
the fires are kept down, these natural 
“bluffs” will spring up all over the 
country. 

In these older sections where the 
danger of frost 1s past, or is passing, 
the farmer has to fight tooth and 
claw against another and even worse 
pest—thut of weeds and dirty farms. 
Woe betide that farmer who lets the 
wild out or the sow thistle or the 
stinkweed yet aheud of him in this 
country. ‘The soil that is a generous 
host for the grain is equally hospit- 
uble to the weeds, and much more 
tenacious of life are the latter in cou- 
ditions so favorable.

THE PIONEERS OF MELITA. 


Four Men Who Remain of the Trail 
Breakers Hold an Annual Picnic. 


There's a Pioneer's Picnic every 
summertime out from Melita on the 
Souris river. At the last old-timers’ 
outing there were just four of the 
real trail-breakers of the ‘eighties. 
Of the '80 itself, three of them, and 
before that arrived Mr. W. F. Thomas 
in 79. And because there are lone- 
some empty glasses more and more 
turned down these hurrying days be- 
tween one reunion of the voortrek- 
kers and the next, these four sturdy, 
jolly makers of Manitoba, nothing in 
fear, but facing what micht be, made 
themselves a campfire ns in’ days of 
anciency, and a tepee in the back- 
ground, and told again the mellowed 
tales of the raw first years. And the 
strangest stories came, oddly, out of 
the mouth of Mr. Thomas, a man of 
an undaunted merriment, a sane, 
sweet philosopher. who, losing one 
arm in early manhood, thanked God 
for the other, made a consnicuous 
success of his farming first. then of 
his business enterprises, and has 
been for many years secretary-treas- 
urer of the town of Melita and the 
rural municipality of Arthur. 

It was in the, snrine of 1880. thirty 

ears ago, that Mr. Thomas took up 
and near Sourisford, south of Me- 
lita. One morning, riding a little 
native pony, he left his shack en 
route for Winnipeg, passing south, 
following the course of the Souris. A 
small supply of provisions was car- 
ried in a. sack thrown across _ his 
pony’s back. In that remote spring 
there was no settlement for one hun- 
dred miles north and eastward from 
Sourisford. Spring had opened early, 
and the snow had quite disappeared 
by the close of March. At the mouth 
of Plum Creek, where the town of 
Souris now stands, a terrible storm 
was encountered.
